It is a common Saying, Thought x free: Free indeed from puniſh- 
ment of ſeevlar Laws, except by Word or Deed it break forth in- 
to Aftion, Yet the ſcret Thoughts againſt the Gicred Majeſty of 
a Prince, without attempt, without endeavour, have been ad- 
judged worthy of death; and ſome who in auricular Confeſſion 
have diſcovered their treacherons Devices againſt the Perſon of 
their Prince, have afterwards been executed for rhe ſame. All. 
Laws do exempt a Mad-man from puniſhmenr, becauſe their Ac- 
tions are not governed by their Will and Purpoſe : and the Will 
- of Man being ſet aſide, all his doings are inditferent ; neither can 
the Body offend withour a Corrupt or erroneous Mind: youy Fl

ra 104, and you ſhall find nothing objected, either of any truth, or 
of great moment. It may be that many Errors and Overſights have 
eſcaped him, yet none fo grievous to be termed Tyranny ; as pro- 
ce:ding rather from unexperl-nc*d-Ignorance, or corrupt Council, 
than fromany natural and wilful Malice. -Oh, how ſhall che World
